the South Side, The people there are of a 
most prosperous class, Nearly all of them 
own their own homes. ‘The most of the 
houses are handsome ones, too. Flats are 
scarce in this district and shops ure or used 
to be—unknown, Recently, however, à block 
of stores has been bailt at Forty-seventh 
street, amd although the people of the neigh- 
borhood were disgusted at first, the shops are 
now doing a lively business. Next came the 
City railway’s proposition for a car line along 
the avenue, and the people hardly know what 
to look for next, Itis a fact, however, that 
there is a large district between Forty third 
and Fifty-fifth streefs, Cottage Grove avenue 
and the lake that is exceedingly hard to pene- 
trate with present transportation facilities. 
There are car lines all about this section, but 
none enter it, On the west is the Cottage 
Grove avenue cable, turning east along Fifty- 
fifth street. On the east the Illinois Central, 
with stations at Forty-third and Forty-seventh 
streets. Then the South Side system hasa 
cross-town line running to the lake shore at. 
Forty-third street and another in Forty- 
seventh street, which, however, does not ex- 
tend east of Cottage Grove avenue. 


Where the Line Would Run. 


Now the plan is to continue the Forty- 
seventh street line—an electric line—east ward 
to the lake, to construct a line on Lake ave- 
nue that shall run northward from Fifty-fifth 
street to Forty-third street, and ultimately up 
to Thirty-fifth, thence westward to Cottage 
Grove avenue. The company already has in cir- 
culation among the property-owners interested 
a petition for a right of way for the Forty- 
seventh street extension, and within a week 
will also be asking consent of the owners 
along Lake avenue. 

Petitions for the Lake avenue right of way, 
indeed, already have been circulated and an 
ordinance granting a franchise was prepared. 
The first property-owners approached, how- 
ever, at once objected to one clause in the 
ordinance, This clause provided for the use 
of either electricity or animal power along the 
avenue. The property-owners deciared that 
while they might not object to an electric line 
on their street they certainly wanted no horse 
cars. It was explained by the officials of the 
company that the anima! power provision was

State will have an opportunity today to show 


‘how much interest they take in the privilege 


of voting by gomg to the election booths and 


| registering. How many will do so is largely 


guesswork, for many will register who have 
not attended the different public gatherings 
or otherwise given outward evidence of inter. 
est in the campaign. At the woman’s cam- 
paign headquarters but few estimates have 
been made. It is an altogether new departure 
and if 10 per cent of those who are eligible 
to register do ao it will be a source of gratifi- 
cation to the women who have been most 
active in the campaign. Itis probable there 
are as many women who may qualify to vote 
as men. Two years ago there was a total 
registration of 259,547. All who registered 
did not, of course,,vote. The Democratic 
vote was 137,420, while the Republican can- 
didates polled 112,552, If 10 per cent of 
the women register and vote there should be 
nearly 25,000 of their names on the registra- 
tion lists. 

Considering the different features of the 
campaign work, it would appear at least 10 
per cent of the women would register, Con- 
ditions apparently favor it. First, there are 
the Republican women, They have held 
numerous meetings in nearly all of the wards, 
and in those localities where wealth and cult- 
ure predominate they have had a good attend- 
ance. The attendance has likewise been good 
in other wards where Republican voters have 
sufferdd specially from the depression. With 
both the business and the society women in- 
terested, it would seem a fair vote might be 
expected from the Republican women. The 
Populist party has shown a great deal of en- 
thusiasin, and in its eagerness to poll a good 
vote it is predicted at the headquarters the 
men will influence their wives to register 
more largely in proportion than either of the 
other parties. Again, the Populist women are 
supposed to be the wives of workingmen, who 
are anxious for a change in the industrial sit- 
uution. The Democratic party needs votes 
badly, and such of the .Democratic women 


who have been engaged in campaign work | 


have been enthusiastic about the necessity of 
women registering and voting. Ihe Demo- 
eratic speakers, too, have appealed to hus- 
bands to influence their wives. 


Futhusiasm at Headquarters. 


At the headquarters of the Woman's Re- 
publican and Democratic Campaign commit- 
tees there was considerable enthusiasm over 
the prospect, but the most sanguine could uot 
feel certain of the result of today’s registra- 
tion. Some of the leaders anticipated a kind 
of vest-pocket registration and they were un- 
able to figure upon its extent. Every effort 
that new campaigners could make to get the 
women to understand how to register has 
been put forth. At every ward club organi- 
zation of Republican women Mrs. L. B. Shat- 
tuck has been preseat and explained the Aus- 
tralian system of balloting, and in addition 
to this circulars have been issued, and ina 
few instances at parlor gatherings large dia- 
grams have been used to show what a ballot 
looks like and how to mark it. The mo- 
cratic women have not made such a stro 
effort in this direction, but have conside 
husbands would show their wives how to vote 
and inform them of the questions to be an- 
ewered in registering: On this point Taz 
Trisunsg of Sunday gave specific instructions, 
and any woman reading them would know 
both how to register and to vote. Yesterday 
morning a complete list of all the polling 
places and their location where both menand 
women must register was given. 

Both cam pa committees have been urg- 

ing upon the women the necessity of 
tering today. In Chicago, Cicero, 
St. Louis they will have one more opportunity 
a week from today. In other portions of the 
State the next registration day will be Oct. 
30. The Woman's Republican Campaign 
committee sent out notices yesterday ad vis- 
ing all women to gather at the drug store 
nearest the registration place in their pre- 
cinct. This was suggested in order that those 
who wished to register might find some one 
to accompany them to the booths.

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THE GIBBS MURDER 


He Details the Pian to Rob the Suffalo 
‘Man, but Gays His Wife Fired the Shot 
That Slew the Victim=The woman 
Dresses in Man’s Attire for the Des- 
Perate R e Excitement 
of the Murderer While Making the Dis- 
closures, 

Cinvetann, O., Oct. 15.—[Special. ]—Clar- 
ence Rob.nsoa confessed today to the murder 
of Attorney Gibbs at Buffalo. The confes- 
sion was taken down verbatim and with Rob. 
inson’s signature is in the possession of Dis- 
trict-Attorney Kenefick and Deputy Superin- 
tendent Cussack of Buffalo. In it Robinson 
confesses to killing Gibbs with the assistance 
of his wife. 

This morning a Deputy Sheriff entered Rob- 


inson’s cel and engaged him in conversa- 


tion. He cleverly led up to the subject 
of the murder and received some new facts 
in the case. He started to leave the cell, but 
Robinson called him back, saying he was 
ready to tell all. Wishing to have witnesses 
to the confession the deputy told Robinson he 
would return shortly, and immediately sent 
for Cussack and Kenefick. They were secreted 
in an adjoining cell without the fact being 
made known to Robinson. 

Robinson made the following statement: 

The night of the murder my wife and I 
started out, she being dressed in men’s 
clothes. The reason she was dressed that 
way does not matter. Well, we were walking 
along the street when I saw Gibbs. I pulled 
my gun and told him to throw up 
his hands. He grabbed my _ revolver 
instead, and it exploded in the air, 
barely missing his head. He grabbed me 
about the waist and attempted to throw me. 
He was rapidly overcoming me when I at- 
tempted to shoot him. The revolver explod- 
ed, and the bullet, I think, glanced along his 
ribs and struck him in the arm. He seemed 
to be growing weak and fell forward into my 
arms. 

Mrs. Robinson Fires the Fatal Shot.

JEWISH REVOLT IN POLITICS. 

The Thirteenth Senatorial District Hebrew 
Republican club in this city is prominent in a 
general movement among the Jewish people 
of the United States to desert the Democratic 
party and join the Republican ranks. It led 
off Sunday afternoon with a rousing demon- 
stration, at which the necessity ot the change 
was proven satisfactorily to every mem ber of 
the big audience addressed, and it ie under- 
stood this is ouly a sampie of the feeling of 
the Hebrew voters in many if not all of the 
States. It was to be expected. In this and 
other cities the Jews largely are engaged in 
manufacturing, merchandising. peddliny, etc. 
They,belang to the commercial class. They 
have the commercial instinct remarkably de- 
veloped. | 

The great majority of them, especially 
those who came here since the War of the Re- 
beltion closed and who know nothing of the 
party politics which agitated the people prior 
to that struggle, generally have gone in and 
joined the Democratic party. For them there 
was something catching in the name and in 
what were stated to have been. the principles 
of Thomas Jefferson, which appealed to them 
more strongly than did the principles credited 
to Washingion and Hamilton. Hence, with- 
out knowing precively why. they voted nearly 
two years ago for Cleveland and free trade. 
Since then they have hada year and a haif 
of experieuce of the working of those alleged 
Democratic principles for which they voted, 
and their intellects have been sharpened by 
relative loss of money, lack of work to some, 
lessened wages to others. and diminished 
profits and decreased sales to the rest. They 
now can see better what Democratic policies 
are, not merely in theory but in practice. 


One of those policies which the Democrat-

enable the bearer to keep erect, and they 
know that it costs far less to transport goid 
across the ocean than an equal value of silver. 
But, irrespective of that point, they want a 
currency that is stable, one that will not be 
all tLe time bobbing up and down, one they 
can regard and use asa standard of value at 
all times, one known and admired every where 
tor its fixity, its permanence, its durability as 
a money standard. 

The Hebrew element also has learned from 
recent experience in decreased profits, jess- 
ened volume of business, and diminishing 
wages that protection to American industry 
has been a real benefit to them, and that as a 
result of cutting it down by the prospect and 
act of Democratic legislation they have suf. 
fered intensely in common with the whole 
American people, of whom they are a part. 
Many of their number recollect the wages 
they used to get in European lands before 
they came to this country and compare them 
with the wages they received here up to 1893, 
when the Democrats came into power. They 
see now that the deliberate intention of the 
Democratie party is to force down wages till 
they have declined to the standard of wages 
paid in the Old World, and till on that level 
we have reached the accompanying privation 
and starvation that obtain so widely on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

The Hebrews see ail this for themselves 
now and wonder why they did not understand 
the situation before it was too late to avoid 
tumbling into the pit which Democratic 
** statesmen ”’ had digged for their feet. They 
do not want themischief to be protracted into 
future years if they can help it. Still less do 
they wish to see it intensified according to the 
program drawn up by the party chiefs. Hence 
the Hebrews are revolting from the Demo- 
cratic party, and doing so aot on!y in Chica- 
go but elsewhere throughout the country, and 
especially in the great commercial centers 
where they most do congregate.

The only relation which the 
municipal campaign in New York bears to 
the general campaign is thet it brings the 
Tammany machine into working order ia the 
State and national elections, and that it has 
come dangerously near giving Tammany con- 
trol both at Washington and Albany.

The Superintendent of Police of New York 
has asked fora thousand more men, which 
would make a totul of 5,000. The 4,000 
men he has now would be an abundance if they 
stuck to their legitimate business and did got 
spend so much of their time.acting as col- 
lection agents for blackmailing police Cap- 
tains, If the force were increased by a thou- 
sand men and Tammany continued to boss it 
there would simply bea thousand more tax- 
eaters on the pay-rolls, much of whose time 
would be taken up in collecting the illegal 
tribute extorted from disreputable characters 
and from business- men. 

Such is the sympathy which the young Tam- 
many of this city feels for the oder Tam- 
many of New York that one of the Chicago 
organs of the former says that of course the 
New York force ought to be increased to 
5,000 men, and then goes on to mourn de- 
cause the Cuuncil has refused to give Mayor 
Hopkius Authority to place 500 more men on 
the Chicago pay-rolls. The Republican Alder- 
men have not seen fit to add to the number of 
tax - enters, and hence the wolves of Tammany 
how! at them. . 

The local Tammanyites say that Chicago 
has more than four times as much territory 
as New York and ought to have at least half 
as many policemen. They omit to state that 
New York has fully four times as much port- 
able property needing police protection as 
Chicago has. They omit to say that New York 
has proportionately more dangerous charac- 
ters Who need watching than Chicago has. 
Chicago has more unimproved property than 
New York, but it is in no danger of being 
stolen. No one will carry off the cabbage 
fields of Lake View and Lake or the farms of 
Jefferson. The vast stretches of waste out- 
lying territory need few police guardians 
while they remain in their present condition. 
When they are built up more men will be 
needed. That part of the city where most of 


the wealth is and where most of the people | 


are is guarded at this time by a sufficient 
force if the men will do their duty. If they 
fail to do it it is because of the inefficiency of 
the present administration. 

The Republican Aldermen need pay no at 
tention to the territorial argument which has 
been dinned in their ears for years. When 
the Mayor asks for more men tel! him to get 
more work out of those he has. If they are 
worthless, ad may be the case, for they seem 
to be unable to discover and stop gambling. 
let him dismiss them and get more competent 
men. 

The cry for more policemen is the same old 
cry of the tax-eater, whois never without an 
excuse for putting more men on the pay-roll, 
and the same old cry of the Tammany ma- 
chine men, who want to get more places to 
be used in rewarding faithful workers. 


Mn. Lincote said once: If the United 
States has $40 and needs a ton of iron, and 
buys itin Europe, it has the ton of iron, but 
has parted with the money. If that sum of 
money is spent for a ton of iron made ih this 
country then we have both the iron and the 
540.“ That was Mr. Lincoln’s view of the 
case. It made him a protectionist and it kept 
him one. The argument is as forcible now as 
when Mr. Lincoln first used it, and it ought 
to be as convincing to the workingmnen as it 
was to the logical mind of Mr. Lincoln. The 
man working in a Chicago steel mill ought to 
see that itis for his interest that a man who 
wants to buy a hundred dollars’ worth of 
steel should buy his product rather than that 
of a foreign workman. In one case the hun- 
dred dollars goes to pay the wages of a Chi- 
cago workman. In the other case it goes to 
pay those of a foreign workman. In the one 
case the hundred dollars is used mainly in 
paying the wages to Chicagoans, who spend 


their money with Chicago shopkeepers or in 


paying rent for Chicago houses, while in the 
other case the hundred dollars goes abroad to 
pay foreigh wages and increase the sales of 
foreign shopkeepers. The Democrats want 
to increase he amount of money spent abroad 
and lessen the amount spent at home, Can 
the Chicago workingman explain how he is 


benefited by that? If he cannot, why is he 


thinking of voting the Democratic ticket? 
If it is successful there will be still less work 
for him aud still more for the foreigners. 


Tun Democrats have secured the arrest of 
one man on the charge of havmg procured 
the fraudulent naturalization of a person 
who had been in the country only four years, 
It is claimed that the alleged offender is a 
Republican and was working for that party. 
If this man is guilty he ought to be punished.

Therefore it is proposed to have one office for all 
the companies, each company doing its owa busi- 
nese ahd getting all the money it receives. It is 
very difficult to advance rates, and the next thing 
is to see if there is not some way by which we can 
economize so as to get more net out of the cross 
than we are now receiving 

Some other railroad men also profess ig- 
norance, but say they are in favor of domg 
away with the multiplicity of agents. The 
sooner that ie done the better. If the roads 
will clean off the sinecures and barnacies and 


do away with expensive machinery for getting 
business, which costs more than the business 
secured by it, they will find their net revenues 
much larger. As Mr. Huntington says, it 


that there are fools who have money which 
they want to be swindled out of, and when- 
ever they get a chance they will give those 
fools an opportunity. to part with their 
money. The Civic Federation must take 
“eternal vigilance” as ity motto and must 
depend on itself alone. It need expect no as- 
sistance from the police. On being informed 
that gambling had been resumed, Chief Bren- 
nan said the matter will be looked into and 
if it wfound that there is any gambling in 
the city it will be stopped. Every one is 
familiar with these words and their meaning, 
which is that nothing will be done. The fed- 
eration must not relax its vigilance even 
when it sees the quarters which have beon be- 
cupied by gamblers devoted to legitimate 
business. An eye must be kept on the boss 
gambiers. If driven out of one place they 
will take refuge in another.

Tun iron business shows a considerable im- 
provement. The movement of ore through 
the St. Mary’s Falls Canal in September was 
twice that of the same month last year and 
the movement for the eight months ending 
with September was 5,247,000 tons, against

of ore 1,200 feet long and 600 feet wide in 
the Mesaba region.

kell of the Prohibition Park company had 
handed him these questions to answer:

They only 
make promises at the time of 
ordination. Those promises only restrict 
the priest in his religious observances and to 
celibacy. *'I answer yes to the third ques- 
tion, said the speaker, but those who con- 
demned me made a mistake. Neither the 
Catholic Church nor the Pope is infallible. 
I was excommunicated, but that wound is all 
healed and I bear no ill will.“

TRUST PROFITS FROM THE SHUT-DOWN. 


Refiners Lesing No Money by the Grocers’ 
Cat Prices. Either. 

Ngw York, Oct. 15.— [Special. — Ons of the 
most prominent operators in the market says 
that in a short time the sugar situation will be 
about this: The wholesale grocers will have 
taken their losses on the enormous 
amounts of sugar which they bought of 
the American company and others at 
a handsome profit to the refiners. 
The consumption does not fall off materially 
because of economies, in fact economy is off. 
set by the increased population. The sugur 
refiners are losing no money by the grocers’ 
cut prices, and wuen this stock of perhaps 
4,000,000 barrels is distributed the grocer 
must go to the big refiners for new sup- 
plies and pay the price the big refiners 
ask. It is true there is no profit in 
refining raw sugar at the present price and 
selling at the market price for refined, but it 
is an important fact that the refiners are not 
making or selling any sugar, hence are los- 
ing nothing. They have a good supply of 
raw — imported before the new tariff went 
into effect, and there will be a handsome prof- 
it on this when itis sold. The American Sugar 
Refining company has always controlled the 
raw sugar cane market and always will. 
What beet root sugar it wants it will get all 
tight, because the New York Appraisers’ rul- 
ings will not be sustained by the Treas 
ury. Everybody in the trade Khows the 
Treasury Department is not making rulings 
adverse to the sugar indust The Treasury 
action on this matter will one of the first 
bull points on sugar. ‘In regard to the im- 
ports of foreign refined sugar the American 
company will find a way to prevent them be- 
coming heavy and prices will be down when 
large imports arrive here and they will 
be up when the German refiners 
are sending none or comparatively little. 
Then there is another little card to be played, 
and that is the distribution of a part of the 
enormous surplus in the company’s treasury. 
There has been accumulation of 
sugar stock aud before long the en- 
tire sugar outlook, as the public sees it, 
will be changed from black to intensely rosy. 
The important points to dwell on at the 
moment are that. the American company is 
making money by its shut-down of refineries, 
has soid ali of its sugar at a good profit, and 
when the demand for sugar is renewed it will 
sell again at a vrofit. : 


GOLD SHIPMENTS BEGIN AGAIN TODAY. 


For Some Time the * of Exchange Has 
Been Stiffenine. 

New Yorks, Oct. 15.— [Special. — Gold ship- 
ments start in again morrow with an in- 
stallment of $500,000 by the North German 
Lloyd steamer Havel, with Kidder & Pea- 
body as the consigners.

NEW YORK RACING IN DANGER. 


The Constitutional Amendment Against It 
Likelv to Be Adopted, 

New Yorx, Oct, 15.— [Special. — The legit- 
imate racing season in the State of New York 
ended today and there is apprehension in turf 
circle that the ending may be for twenty 
years or permanent. To appropriate a Wall 
street expression, the racing market is fever- 
ish. Owners of tracks and horses have no con- 
fidence in the future and fear to offer their in- 
terests for sale for the reason low if 
not ruinous prices would be real- 
ized, The adoption of the constitu- 
tional amendment prohibiting pool- 
selling and bookmaking is conceded by most 
politicians. ifit be adopted a Republican 
Legislature committed to the passage of laws 
to enforce it will be a certainty. The only 
chance of beating itis through the tretting 
interests of the interior of the State. Many 
Republicans have encouraged those most in- 
terested by declaring a determination to vote 
against the amendment. Many Wemocrata 
will support the measure. Here a host of 
voters who have hitherto voted as Tammany 
desired will be arrayed against that organiza- 
tion and the race tracks. That the measure 
is classed as partisan and puritanical will 
make no difference.

It includes what 
purports to be an accurate statement of the

Dr. Storrs’ words were received with much 
enthusiasm by the 500 guests present, It 
was the first monthly dinner of the Congre- 
gational club for the season of 1894-’95.

Other guests 
present prominent in the work of the church 
were many delegates to the recent sitting of 
the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions at Madison, Wis., who stopped 
in Chicago for the club dinner.

Capt. Porter Discovers That Joha Rober- 
son Ia Sparyne, the Counterfeiter, 

Capt. Porter of the United States secret 
service discovered yesterday that John Rob- 
erson, whom he arrested for counterfeiting 
several days ago, is John Spayne, a noted 
maker of bogus coin for whom the Secret 
Service Department has been looking since 
early in 1892. Roberson’s female compan- 
ion came into Capt. Porter’s office yesterday. 
The woman is blind. She had been in the 
office but a few minutes when a man came in 
and introduced himeelf as George W. Morton 
of No. 582 Indiana street. Morton had 
scarcely entered when he happened to giance 
into the rear room in which the two women 
were sitti 

„My God. said he, clutching the Captain’s 
arm. that is my wife.’ 

„ Who?” asked the Captain. 

“The blind woman. She left me over a 
year ago and is now living with John Spayne, 
u counterfeiter.”’ 

Morton approached his wife, who knew him 
by his voice, He upbraided her for leaving 
him and she defended herself. I am biind 
and heipiess and you negiectel me, The man 
Jam living with now has been devoted to me 
and I will never desert him. 


Mr. Morton in answer to Capt. Porter’s 


usstions admitted that Roberson is Spayne. 

berson was at once sent for and was 
brought over from the jail. He also admitted 
that his name is Spayne. 

Spayne is the maker of the best counter- 
feit siiver coin that ever appeared, with the 
exception of some plated copper coin dis- 
covered years ago. Capt. Porter said he re- 
ceived orders to look for Spayne over two 
years ago. and during that time arrested a 
number of men for passing coin who had re- 
ceived their supplies from Spayne. Last 
spring. when the supposed Roberson was on 
trial in the United States District Court, 
where he was acquitted, the secret service of- 
ficers were hunting for 8 yne in several 
States. Capt. Porter said Spayne isa fugi- 
tive from justice and ‘s vanted in Texas, but 
on what charge the Captain does not know. 


BURGLAR LEADS A DOUBLE LIFE. 


His Wife Believes Him a Dealer in Fast 
Driving Horses. 

Bostox, Mass., Oct. 15.—Investigation by 
detectives has brought to light the fact that 
William Barrett, now locked up in the Cam- 
bridge jail charged with the murder of Consta- 
ble James Farrar of Lincoln, Mass., last May, 
led a strange double life.

LAST ACTS OF SUGAR INVESTIGATION. 


Arguments for McCartney and Chapman 
Before the Supreme Court. 

Wasnivetrox, D. C., Oct. 15.—Arguments 
were closed today in the District Supreme 
Court on the demurrer of McCartney and 
Chapman to the indictment against them for 
refusal to answer questions of the sugar trust 
investigating committee. Assistant Attorney- 
General Conrad, fer the government, at- 
tacked the defense’s claim of freedom from 
inquisition, saying: When a bunker’s books 
are made the repository of evidence of crime 
the production of those books does not cor- 
stitute invasion of private matters. It must 
be remembered that these witnesses did not 
claim exemption on the grounds of personal 
danger to them.“ 

Jere Wilson, for the defense, laid especial 
stress on the plea that the resolution did not 
show on its fact that it was the purpose of the 
Senate to take action on the results of the 
committee's investigations. Mr. Wilson main- 
tained the buying and selling of stocks, 
matters of d:.ily occurrence in every com mer- 
cial center of world, was as legitimate as 
the buying and selling of horses, or rice, or 
anything else. He characterized this attempt 
to investigate such alleged speculation of the 
Senate as an innpertinence, an aimless inquiry 
designed to cast a slur on somebody. 
real point at issue Was whether the resolution 
was sucha one as would justify a citizen in 
refusing to testify concerning his private 
business, 

The plea could not be set up that the Senate 
had the power to expel its members. He aus- 
serted the Senate never intended to expel any 
member. He concluded by declaring that if 
the citizen was not protectea inst such in- 
quiries, the invasicn of the rights of the citi- 
zen Id be absolutely endless and the sanc- 
tity and sacredness of his private affairs would 
cease. The court took the motion to dismiss 
on demurrer under advisement and will ren- 
der its ruling in a few days.

RAILROAD MANAGERS ALARMED, 


Meetings at St. Louls te Stop Further Vic- 
lation of Inter-State Law. 

A much more conservative spirit has been 
manifested by the railroad managers since 
the exposé in Tue Trisune last week showing 
by indisputable facts and figures, and Com- 
missioner Bianchard’s confidential com muni- 
cation to managere, the reckless violation of 
the inter-State commerce law and willful cut- 
ting of rates practiced by the Western and 
Eastern roads. A heroic effort will be made 
by the Presidents and General Managers of 
the various Western roads at St. Louis this 
week to bring about an agreement that will 
insure a detter condition of affairs. 
The meeting convenes at the Planters’ 
House today and will probably remain 
in session for two or three days. While there 
is no intention to formanew pool uniting 
all Western roads in one gigantic combina- 


tion as has lately been talked about, yet they 


will try hard to strengthen the existing east- 
bound freight pool from Missouri River 

oints, generally known as the Western 

runk Line committee.“ The latter pool 
provides fura division of tonnage. but the 
experience of the last six months has proven 
that tonnage pools do not secure a strict 
maintenance of rates, and a money pool can- 
not well be formed without an open and will- 
ful defiance of the anti-pooling clause of the 
inter-Stut? commerce act. This they are not 
ready to do, because it would certainly defeat 
the efforts now being made by the 
ruilroads to induce Congress to pass 
an amendment to the law permitting pooling 
under the supervision of the Inter-State Com- 
mission. Consequently the most that can be 
done at the St. Louis meeting is to provide 
for a better method in dividing the tonnage 
than has been in vogue heretofore. All in- 
centives for manipulation of rates are to be 
removed. A determined effort will be made 
to stop the indiscriminate issue of free passes 
on account of traffic. There is no pass agree- 
ment in effect now, and there is ‘hardly a 
shipper or merchant of any consequence who 
does not receive all the free transportation he 
asks for. 

Another subject of equal importance that will 
engage the attention of the managers’ meet- 
ing is the matter of mileage rate to be paid 
for the use of private freight cars. The West- 
ern roads some time ago made an agreement 
fixing the mileage rate on such cars at 
cent per mile, but the Eastern roads thought 
this too low_and a conference committee 
which met in New Lork last week agreed to 
recommend a rate of six mills. As the Stand- 
dard Ol company has induced the Chicago 
Great Western to make a contract at & cent 
per mile and is making heroic efforts to in- 
duce other roads to do likewise, it is doubtful 
whether the proposed reduction can be made 
effective,

Must Stop Their Discrimination, 

Commissioner E. P. Wilson and attorneys for 
the Freight Bureau and Chamber of Commerce 
of Cincinnati have completed the taking of testi- 
mony in rebuttal of the now famous case against 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad specifically 
and the Southern railway lines generaliy.

Take a More Active Interest in Politics | 


than Ever Before<—Naturalizition Re- 
ceiving Particular Attéation — Clubs 
Organized All Around ‘the City and 
Meetings Well Attended=Norwegians 
Leave Democracy and Return to Re- 
publicanism—Notes of the Clubs. 


Prominent Norwegians of this city estimate 
that uarters of their countrymen will 
vote the straight Republican ticket this fall. 
This is a little larger percentage than usual 
and is generally considered a safe estimate. 
Norwegians, as a majority, have always voted 
the Republican ticket and the party is not 
worrying this year about the few that voted 
for Cleveland two years ago. They are all 
back in, the ranks again. The Norwegian 
registration in 1892 was 4,832. and it will 
easily reach 5,000 this year. The greater 
number of the Norwegian residents of Chica- 
go reside on the West and Northwest Sides 
and are organized under the head of Scandi- 
navians, and of this Scandinavian organiza- 
tion 70 per cent of it is Norwegian, the re. 
mainder being Danes and Swedes. On the 
North and South Sides, however, the Danes 
and Norwegians are as scarce as the Swedes 
are on the West and Northwest Sides, conse- 
quently in the former divisions of the city 
the Swedes have their own distinctive organ- 
izations. But this year the outlook is par- 
ficularly bright for the Republican party as 
far as the Norwegian vote of the city and 
county is concerned. 

Ex-Sheriff Matson is one of the moat prom- 
inent of Chicago’s Norwegian-American eiti- 
zens, and regarding the vote of his country- 
men he said yesterday : 

have never seen such an active interest 
taken in politics as there is among the Nor. 
wegians this year, and the majority of them 
will vote the Republican ticket. This. how. 
ever, is nothing new for my countrymen in 
Chicago—they have always been Republican. 
A few of them wandered away from the party 
in 1892, but they are all back again and 
brought other Democrats with them. In fact, 
the general situation is much more promising 
than it was in 1892. Under the Scandinavian 
organizations there has been a large uitural- 
ization, but only a small portion of it is Nor- 
wegian. re are not many newcomers of 
that nationality. The Norwegians are taking 
more interest than ever in the Republican 
campaign meetings,some of which I attended 
last week-and found to be crowded to the 
doors. 

Oscar M. Torrison, another well-known 
Norwegian, said: I find that the Norwegians 
have taken more than an ordinary interest in 
politics this year, and if their vote will cut 
any figure in the future the industrial condi. 
tion of the country will be changed. The 

Yorwegians have suffered in common with 
others by paralyzed industries resulting from 
the Democratic administration. The Nor- 
wegians are as sick of hard times as the gen- 
eral public is, and they will ao what little they 
can at the polis to better the condition of 
things in general, and particularly the work- 
ingmen.“ 

Nearly All Stanch Republicans. 

S. T. Gunderson, President of the Scandi- 
navian Republican Naturalization club of the 
Northwest Side, is enthusiastic over the situa- 
tion. He is a Norwegian by birth, and is 


President of the club by virtue of his promi- | 


nence as a representative business man of 
Chicago and the fact that the club is largely 
made up of Norwegians. When asked regard- 
ing the outlook yesterday he said: The 
Norwegians are certainly active. They 
are giving ‘particular attention to natu- 
ralization this year, and on 
day it will be safe to say that 99 per cent of 
the Norwegians of Chicago that are of age 
will cast a ballot. Seventy-five per cent of 
them will vote the straight Republican ticket. 
On the Westand Northwest Sides they are 
well organized in the Scandinavian clubs. 
The few that strayed away from the party in 
1892 are in line again and say that they have 
ot all of Democratic rule they want. And I 
on’t blame them. The public at large has 
nallof the Democratic administration it 
wants, and 1 think that the fall election will 
be but an omen of the great Republican vic- 
tory that is to come.”’ 
Although Niels Juul is a Dane, he has taken 
a great interest in the Scandinavian organiza- 
tion of the West and Northwest Sides. He 
said last night: But few people realize the 
grand work which has been done by the Re- 
publizans among the Scandinavians of the 
Northwest Side. Over on the North Side the 
work has been carried on almost exclusively 
by Swedes, as that nationality vastly predom- 


mates. The term Scandinavian is made more 


use of on the Northwest Side than elsewhere 
in the city, for the reason that the relations of 
the three nationalities—Swedes, Norwegians, 
and Danes—are more intimate there than else- 
where in the city. There isa large colony of 
Swedes extendmg from May street and west- 
ward, and Norwegians and Danes scattered 
from Indiana street on the south, Halsted on 
the east, and as far west and north as the city 
limits. 

“On the Northwest Side the Swedes, Nor- 
wegians, and Danes do not split up into na- 
tionalities, but hold meetings, naturalize, 
and carry on nearly all their work as 
Scandinavians. Starting in the Seventeenth 
Ward, the work of naturalization is being 
done under the auspices of the Scandinavian 
Republican Naturalization club. The Swedes 
and Norwegians have generally been count- 
ed safely Republican, and they are so this 
time more than ever. One hears nothing of 
Republicans being dissatisfied, but a great 
number of Democrats are either going to 
vote Republican or Populistic. The Scandi- 
navian naturalization will no doubt be 
heaviest from the Seventeenth Ward, the 
northern end of the Thirteenth, the southern 
end of the Sixteenth, and the whole of the 
Fifteenth Ward. The Scandinavians of the 
Fourteenth Ward are nearly all old citizens, 
chiefly removals [rom what constitutes at 
present the Sixteenth Ward. They are near- 
ly all owners of residences and iahabit the 
territory in the vicinity of Wicker and Hum. 
boldt Parks, so that little naturalization can 
be looked for from that district. 


Many Clubs Throughout the City. 


The Scandinavian vote is quite a factor in 
an election in this city.
